] _ “The  Pioneer  Spirit  in  Irriga 
I tioii,”  a historical  study  of  the  de- 
velopment of  irrigation  by  the 
Mormon  pioneers,  by  Newbern  I 
Butt,  library  and  research  associ- 
ate at  Brigham  Young  university, 
which  points  out  that,  the  pioneer 
spirit  of  cooperation  is  necessary 
to  prevent  loss  of  fertility  of  west 
eni  irrigation  lands,  has  been  pub- 
lished in  the  April  5 issue  of  the 
“Irrigation  Farmer,”  published  in 
Holdridge,  Neb.,  according  to 
word  received  today  at  the  uni- 
versity. 

Pointing  out  that  westemi  irrigat- 
ed areas  inevitably  will  face  a de- 
cline in  ability  to  pnoduce  unless 
proper  irrigation  practices  are  en- 
gaged in,  Mr.  Butt  asserts  that 
the  spirit  of  cooperation  demon- 
strated hy  Mormon  pioneers  in 
exchanging  information  on  the 
^st  irrigation  practices  developed 
m various  areas  is  a safeguard 
against  decline  of  arid  irrigated 
areas. 

"When  we  need  to  begin  to 
worry  about  the  fall  of  western 
irrigated  lands  is  when  we  lose 
the  zest  for  better  agricultural 
practices,  better  homes,  and  more 
happiness  among  our  neighbors,” 

I his  article  says,  adding  that  at  such 
a time  Nature  is  likely  to  catch 
up  with  western  farmers  and 
bong  about  a decline  such  as  that 
of  the  lands  of  ancient  Babylon. 

_ Utah  lies  in  the  arid  region  a'nd 
“irrational  irrigation  can  quifckly 
erode  and  leech  the  fertility  from 
good  arid  lands  whose  virgfini  sta- 
bility is  adjusted  to  the  arid  region 
rather  than  the  humidity  to  which 
our  water  imposes  it,”  the  article 
pointed  out.

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Rabbi  Feinsilver 
Addresses 
Students  at  Y 

■'The  fate  of  the  Jew  is  the  fate 
of  democra'cy  itself-  The  Jew  is 
the  barometer  of  the  spiritual 
health  or  spiritual  ill  health  of  the 
world-  Wherever  there  has  been 
hatred.  Jews  have  been  the  first 
to  feel  it,  and  wherever  there 
have  been  economic  maladjust- 
ments', the  Jews  have  beear  the 
scapegoats.” 

This  was  the  message  of  Alex- 
ander Feinsilver,  Rabbi  of  the 
Temple  B’Nai  Israel  synagogue, 
Sacramento,  California,  in  an  ad- 
dress Tuesday  to  BYU  students 
in  the  Joseph  Smith  building.  Re- 
viewing the  history  of  the  Jew* 
since  the  beginning,  the  rabbi 
pointed  out  that ' France  at  the 
time  of  the  French  Revolution  was 
•the  first  European  country  to  give 
the  Jews  liberty  and  citizenship 
and  recognize  their  equality  with 
other  people.  “That  freedom  has 
gra-dually  spread  to  other  coun- 
tries until  mow  the  Jew  feels  the 
equal  of  any  man,”  he  added. 

Hitler  and  Hitlerism  have  turn- 
ed the  clock  back  to  before  the 
French  Revolution  and  carried  the 
persecution  of  the  Jews  to  mea- 
sures far  in  excess  of  the  harsh- 
ness with  which  Jews  were  treat- 
ed prior  to  the  French  Revolu- 
tion, he  conftinued- 

“The  Jews  were  the  first  to  feel 
the  brunt  of  the  collapse  of  de- 
mocracy in  Germany,”  Rabbi 
Feinsilver  asserted.  Pointing  to 
recent  world  history,  he  said  that 
Jews  were  the  first  to  sense  the 
decadence  of  democracy  in 
France  prior  to  World  War  II 
when  there  were  attacked  through 
the  French  press-  The  Jews  can 
never  feel  entirely  secure  until  de- 
mocracy is  universal,”  he  assert- 
ed-
